This prediction is notable for what it 
implies. Indeed, it lends considerable im- 
plied emphasis to the contention made by 
The Edmonton Bulletin more than once in 
these columns, namely, that the boys who 
have served in all the ugliness of war will 
come back to Canada starved for beauty.

What Edmonton needs more than any- 
thing else, then, is permanent homes.

Getting Acquainted 


The Russian representatives gave way 
again at San Francisco. This time on their 
proposal to place charter restrictions on 
the freedom of discussion in the general 
assembly of the security organization. The 
compromise which bridgéd this difference 
with the other delegates is that the assem- 
bly may discuss anything ‘within the 
Scope or sphere of the security charter.” 

Which in practice will mean whatever 
the officers and majority of the assembly 
may interpret it to mean. Anything falling 
within the “scope or sphere” of the charter 
is a pretty broad provision, broad enough 
to include any subject having real bearing 
on the question of preserving peace and 
giving the nations a sense of security. 

There is room to suspect that where 
the Soviet representatives have been out of 
line with the ideas of the other delegates 
this has often been due to their failure to 
accurately understand the democratic 
view-point. This difficulty in inherent: in 
the association of men used to such widely 
differing systems of government and hab- 
its of thought. 

The hopeful fact is that when a dis- 
puted point has been referred to Moscow 
a way has always been found to adjust the 
divergent views and avoid a cleavage that 
would threaten the success of the confer- 
ence. The Soviets and their democratic 
aSsociates have had a try-out and found 
that they can get together on essentials 
even when they disagree at the outset. No 
doubt they will get along more easily when 
they come to know en other better.

He took up farming 
in Saskatchewan and sefved as 
reeve of the rural municipality of 
Cote, Saskatchewan, from 1906 to

The armored columns strung out 
on their side of the Falaise road 
roared over the fields, passed 
through the open zones of machine 
gun, mortar and artillery fire and 
broke into the German lines.

But the infantry arrived in their 
armored carriers—converted self- 
propelled guns being used for the 
first time with the guns removed 
to provide space for the foot sol- 
diers—and they leaped from the 
carriers inside the enemy lines. 
Confusion overtook the Germans 
who had fought hard and long to 
hold these positions. 


AT OBJECTIVE BY DAWN 


By dawn the 2nd Division had 
won its main objective, with its 
tank support, on the slopes south of 
Roquancourt and Fontenay, where 
the Germans had massed their 
mortars and 88mm. guns The 51st 
was on its objectives east of the 
2nd 

General Crerar, 
mander, then committed the 4th 
Canadian Armored Division and 
the Ist Polish Armored Division 
which were concentrated in and 
around Caen and Vaucelles, a sub- 
urb of Caen on the east bank of the 
Orne River. 

In bright morning sunshine the 
tanks fanned out for miles in 
gigantic clouds of smoke and 
dust. They crunched over the 
brown shelitorn wheatfields, more 
than 300 tanks beating a way to 
Falaise. Hundreds of guns flash- 
ed and crashed and American 
heavy and medium bombers 
wheeled ahead of them to give 
close bombing support. 

After weeks of cruel, dogged 
fighting on the Caen sector, with 
gains measured by yards, the Cana- 
dians now lunged out with all their 
power. By noon, the two armored 
divisions battled in fierce engage- 
ments far down the long straight 
highway. They met German tanks, 
guns and infantry, Every town and 
every knoll meant a fight. 

During the morning, the 3rd divi- 
sion advanced south from Caen, 
mopping up in the wake of the 2nd 
and helping the armor on ils way. 


GERMANS CRACKED 

On that one day, Aug. 8, the Ger- 
man position south of Caen cracked 
under Canadian assault. Thousands 
of prisoners shuffled in, stunned by 
the bombing, the shelling and over- 
whelmed by the tanks and infantry 
A German division, rushed from 
Norway a few days before to bol- 
ster the defences, lasted only a few 
hours. It met destruction 

In its first action, the First Can- 
adian Army won this victory, as im- 
portant a contribution to the Allied 
triumph in Normandy as the Am 
erican breakthrough at St. Lo, two 
weeks before. The two efforts were 
complementary, and with the ad- 
vances of the British Second Army 
in the centre of the line the doom 
of the enemy in Normandy wa 
sealed on thal day.

tinuous with the lining of the en- 
\tire digestive tract. 

| The mucous membrane is dif- 
ferent from the skin on the out- 
| side of the body in that it is moist 
The outer skin is dry because it 
|must conserve moisture, whereas 
jthe mucous membrane is kept 
moistened by small glands which 
occur on its surface. The secre- 
|tion of these goblet cells keeps 
ithe mucous membrane moist, soft 
jand smooth and at the same time 
|lubricates it 

| In certain parts of the broath- 
ing passagés, the mucous mem- 
brame has many very small, hair- 
jlike processes called cilia. These, 
when seen under the microscope, 
move with a wave-like motion for 
the purpose of moving outward any 
stray particles of dust 
entered. The waving is accompan- 
ied by an increase in mucous so 
that the secretion will help to get 
rid of the offending particles by 
washing them away 

In the stomach, the mucous mem- 
brane not only contains the sinds 
;which secrete mucous but also 
jcontains glands which secrete the 
|digestive juices, When the stom- 
ach is irritated, the mucous-secre- 
|ting cells may throw off too much 
mucous and the patient may refer 
to this condition by the popular 
name of “stomach catarrh.” 

The mucous membrane which 
j\lines the small intestine is very 
jinteresting, being arranged in such 
a manner that it presents a sur- 
prisingly large surface. The outer 
|surface has a soft appearance very 
|Similar to that of the pile of velvet. 
This is due to the presence of very 
small finger-like projections which 
|stick up on the surface of the 
membrane in much the same way 
that the threads stick up on the} 
\surface of a bath towel. In the 
|same way that the threads on the 
towel make it absorb moisture very 
{quickly, the projections on the 
|mucous membrane make the small 
intestine absorb food very readily. 
These projections are called villi 
and correspond to the small roots 
\of a tree which suck up moisture 
land food, for it is the purpose of 
the villi to absorb fluids and nu- 
jtriment from the intestine. For

Temptation 


HE spiritual enemies of man are three—the world, the 

flesh and the devil. They never proclaim an armistice. 

Incessantly they seek to penetrate the weaker defences 
of the soul. The best men and women, therefore, are not 
the least tempted, but the least apt to forget that the only 
peo to fight evil is to bring into the battle on their 
side. 

We do not all wage the same kind of battle because 
the weapons of the wy are not always the same. The 
illiterate man may not tormented with the doubts that 
assai] the intellectual, but he may be easily traduced by 
appeals to class hatred and bigotry, The fastidious girl 
may be spared the coarser temptations, but she may offend 
through lack of charity toward her weaker sister. The 
rich man may be punctual end upright but a tyrannical 
employer; the “industrious” poor man may be prone to 
rebellious and shameful folly. A “good” father may be 
apt to neglect God on the Sabbath; the “virtuous” wife to 
delight in harmful, malicious gossip. And so it goes. 

There never comes a time in life when a man cannot 
fall away from God. Even St, Paul feared “lest perhaps 
when I have preached to others, I myself should become a 
castaway.” But if there is no surcease from temptation, 
neither is there reason to fear that man will ever be 
tempted beyond his strength to resist. What is appalling, 
then is not the tenacity of the tempter, but the thought 
that, in the moment of trial, we should turn away from 
the omnipotent power of our divine Ally to cast ourselves, 
literally, into the jaws of the enemy. 

Temptations are actually a testing of faith, with two 
alternatives offered: to put ourselves under the invincible 
protection of God, or, denying Him, to invite our own 
ultimate destruction.

How to Help Seed Grow 
In Hot, met Weather 


A Narrow Board Used to Shade the Row after Sowing Will 
Speed Germination, 


Many Victory gardeners failed to, in the spring, and let water run 
into the driJl until the soil is soaked 
deeply. Then sow the seed. If peat 
moss is available, cover the seeds 
with a thick layer, using no soil 
water the moss thoroughly, and 
keep it moist until the seeds sprout 

Lettuce seed germinates better in 
hot weather if placed between folds 
of a moist towel, kept in a refrig 
erator for 24 hours, then dried be- 
fore sowing 

When soi! is used to cove: 
seeds, do not cover 
than in the spring, but leave a 
slight depression in the row whicn 
will catch any moisture that con- 
fenses in dew or falls in light rain 


germinate seeds of late sowings last 
summer during the drouth period 
when temperatures were high 

This failure is chiefly due to lack 
of moisture in the surface soil and 
formation of a hard, baked crus! 
over the seeds, which the sprouts 
fail to penetrate 

Several methods can be used to 
aid germination The easiest is 
probably the use of peat moss, oF 
a specia) mixture of soi) rich in hu- 
mus with one-half sand, to cover 
the seeds. Do not cover them with 
soil which contains clay, unless 
some method of shading the row is 
used
